: Washington, October 8.—(Special.)—Mr. 
Cleveland spent today at his Woodley home, 
Senator Voorhees and Secretary Carlisle 
went out to talk to him. The president 
asked Mr. Voorhees what he thought the 
guteome would be. Mr. Voorhees said he 
didn’t know. He felt sure it would not be 
the passage of unconditional repeal. He 
aided that it might the passage of 
nothing at all, and that the special session 
ran: soa risk of leaving’ the 
Sherman law as it found it, in full blast, 
Bapping up 4,500,000 ounces of silver every 
month. 

Mr. Cleveland made no reply. 

He will not discuese ennpromise 4.2 
length, but listens attentively. When ask- 
ed for his views, he says he has given them. 
The white house mind is made up. It 
wants the Wilson bill. It has worked, 
,Striven, compellad and cajoled for the 
Wilson bill. It don’t want fo consider any- 
thing else, now that it has been announce! 
that an attempt will be made to force a 
vote. But it will sign a fair compromise 
if that is put through. Everybody knows 
Mr. Cleveland is a man of sufficient horse 
sense and good judgment to do that. He 
has practically said it; but he don’t say 
it any more. He is standing back in a 
dignified attitude now. 

In response to all questions, 
says: “I have spoken in my message. 
is with the senate to act.” If defeated, he 
will accept his defeat without shifting. His 
intimates say, should he sign_a compromice, 
he will send his message with it, stating his 
whys and wherefores. Mr. Cleveland has 
no fault to find with Mr. Voorhees.

Now for the Bear Mug.

They know a compro- 
mise which all will accept will be hard to 
prepare. They will pull and haul at it 
like sailors on a All have given up 
the Wilson bill.

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Feeling Wel Satisfied. 

For campaign purposes, hereafter, the Mo- 
doc republicans, like Stewart and his hos- 
tiles will wateh affairs from their high places 
ou the senate rocks, and will not take the 
compromise lead. Inieed, they’ve turned 
over their end of any adjustment to the 
southern and western democrats who have 
been their silver allies. Stewart, Woleott 
and the others have told Voorhees. Gorman 
and McPherson that whatever suited their 
silver friends in the way of compromise 
would suit them. They would take nothing 
else, however. The Modocks sald that 
Pugh, Blackburn, Vance, Cockrell and the 
rest had dared to face the white 
house storm, and had suffered 
and were to suffer more the 
chills of white house disfavor to make 
this silver tight with them, and now the 
Modoes would agree to any terms their al- 
lies find agreeable. 

Lncorlt ional Kiepen!t Is Gone. 

Talking with a senate leader today, 
who is for the Wilson bill, he said: 

“We are beaten because business got bet- 
ter. I doubt if you can pass either tariff 
or financial legislation of any radical sort 
in good business weather. It must rain all 
species of distastrous cats and dogs before 
people will crowd and clamor and threaten 
fora change. Another thing. the claim that 
the Sherman law was the black- 
mouthed and devouring cause of our bit- 
ing treubles was overplayed. 

“When business revived while the Sher- 
man law stil burdened the books the peo- 
ple began to fear they had been fooled 
and lost interest. Then. a strong reason 
why this filibuster is not crushed is that 
the senate majority is really against uncon- 
ditional repeal. The senate is for silver, 
while the Wilson bill is a recognized Wall 
street measure and means gold in every 
feature. 

“It is hard to make these silver senators, 
the straddle bugs, so-called, take a breath- 
less interest in pushing through this bill. 
Their heart isn’t in it. The administration. 
by methods I don’t know anything about, 
and, therefore, won't discuss, has sue- 
ceeded in making these straddle bugs vote 
with us to repeal the Sherman law. They 
don’t like it; ‘they’re driven to it relue- 
tantly; they simply have to be dragged 
along in a campaign in which they have no 
heart to pass a measure which they don’t 
want. Now, you can’t break down dete:- 
mined men like Teller, Stewart, Wolcott 
and Dubois, who are fighting for their 
lives, and Mr. Cleveland should have fore- 
seen it. He was certainly told of it often 
enough and far enough in advance. 

“One other thing which the Wilson bill 
has been eternally breaking its legs 
is the wild mouthings and insane Tey orga 
of the New York papers.

“They demanded the passage of blood arm 
son bill in a way which would alnjs and invig- 
them insane.

It will, how- 
ever, be a @ry difficult undertaking and 
there may be delay and wrestling and trip- 
ping for days and days before they can get 
together and peaceably shake hands across 
the chasm which now exists. 
Compromise « Hard Knot. 

“Compromise may prove as hard a knot 
as unconditional repeal: Some don’t want 
the bond issue, others want to run in, the 
repeal of the state bank tax, and so ‘on. 
Indeed, almost every senator has an idea 
or a plan he wants incorporated. But on 
the bond issue the war will come. ‘To sum 
up the situation it looks like a compromise 
should and will be agreed upon in time. It 
may be thig week. It may be next—possi- 
bly it may not be at all. There are rocks 
and reefs about, with shoals and currents 
and eddies and withal very low tide in the 
senate. The Sherman law may_ be put up 
with, and Cleveland and Carlisle may seek 
relief by issuing $100,000,000 of bonds by 
stretching the authority granted under ex- 
isting laws. It ig true this is a dyspeptic 
view to take of it, but statesmen, as a rule, 
are dyspeptic.’ 

Van Alen Not the First. 

In all the talk that has been indulged in 
concerning Mr. Van Alen, no paper has yet 
contained one favorable or pleasant word 
about him. Poor fellow, he seems to have 
nothing but money and a monocle. But the 
American ministers these duys., where they 
are in cable communication with the state 
department, have nothing to do but enter- 
tain and be entertained. Mr. Van Alen 
is probably thoroughly tcapable of doing 
both. His monocle may bring this country 
into ridicule, but he will not be the first 
alleged diplomat who has made the United 
States look foolish in the eyes of the 
world. 

Why Vance Is Fighting Kope Elias. 

The contest over the confirmation of 
Kope Elias as collector of internal revenue 
in North Carolina is waxing very warm. 
The two senators are divided. Senator 
Ransom fighting for bis confirmation, 
while Senator Vance is opposing it. 

In speaking of this contest today a North 
Carolinian who is very close to Senator 
Vance said: “Vance is just right in this 
fight. Any other self-respecting man in 
his position would do just as he is doing. 
When Mr. Oleveland first came in and 
the North Carolina offices were being dis- 
tributed Senator Vance received considera- 
tion at his hands as far as some state ofh- 
were concerned, but just. after the 
senate adjourned last spring Senator Vance 
was at the white house one day to see the 
president about North Carolina appoint- 
ments, when the president told him he 
wented to talk with him about the silver 
cuestion. He asked Mr. Vance how he 
stood on the repeal of the Shermiun law. 
Mr. Vance replied in his characteristic 
style that he would fight unconditional re- 
peal; that he was a free coinage man and 
intended to do all in his power for free 
coinage. He announced that he would op- 
pose the repeal of the Sherman law without 
substitute legislation. I‘rom that day to 
this Mr. Vance has not been given a single 
appointment within or without the state of 
North Carolina. Indeed, he li secured 
but one office in Washington and that was 
a small place in the interior depariment 
given him shortly after the present admiuis- 
tration came in. 

“Now, as to Elias. He was a candidate 
for district attorney against R. B. Glenn, 
and H. A. Gudger, of Asheville, was an 
applicant for collector with Senator Vance's 
endarsament. Mr. Gudger had been a 
prominent candidate for lieutenant governor 
and was one of the most prominent demo- 
crats in the state. Mr. Cleveland = ap- 
pointed Glenn for district attorney and 
then ignored Senator Vance’s recommenda- 
tion of collector and appointed  Iope 
Elias. It seems that the president ap- 
pointed EHas as a punishment to Vance. 
When Elias assumed the otiice it became 
known in the state that no Vance man 
need apply-to him for a position. Every 
wan of influence and activity for Vance 
who applied was turned down. Indeed, 
Elias seems to have been making a fight 
against Vance in the state ever since his 
appointment. Had he gone to North Car- 
olina and bebaved himself, although Sen- 
ator Vance had opposed his appointment, 
he would not have opposed his contirma- 
tion. Now, however, Vanee will do all in 
his power to prevent the confirmation of a 
man who seems to be working to knife him 
in-the state. Any other self-respecting man 
would do as Vance is doing. 

“Senator Vance expects. to defeat the 
eontirmation of Elias. He does not expect 
to have Gudger appointed. He will not ask 
it. but he does expect that the man who is 
appointed and confirmed by the senate will 
not be politically antagonistic of = " 
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NIGHT “SESSIONS TH THIS WEEK, 


Unconditional Repeal 1 Men Are Weakening 
and Approaching a Compromise. 

Washington, October ‘The momentous 
event in the sente this week, so far as can 
be foreseen,” will be the attempt to secure 
continuous sessions of that body. That this 
will produce important results will hardly be 
doubted by any one familiar with the situa- 
tion. There is a general desire, as well as 
belief, in the chamber that the present week 
will solve the problem. 

The proposition to simply extend the Sher- 
man law for a definite period which reduces 
monthly purchiases, seems to be taking shape 
as the most likeiy of the various propositions 
to receive approval. Most of the sugge estions, 
far made, for compromise, are very Much 
alike in that they fix a time when the pur- 
chase and coinage of silver shall cease alto. 
gether, rnd that they decrease the amount 
to. be purchased per month. The proposition 
to include a bond issue is also still receiving 
attention and present indicatgons are that, 
while a great Many democrats may not agree 
to such a proposition, it May be put through 
with the assistance of republicans. ‘The sen- 
ators from the silver-producing states are con- 
stantly consulted and advised with as to the 
terms of agreement Their allies wiil not 
desert them outright. 
for w settlement of the question, the silver 
state senators will be expected to acquiesce 
in any reasonable arrangement Jookiug to tire 
continued recognition of silver. 

It may be stated, however, that the silver 
parte in the senate, as a wholgy including 
both democrats aud republicans, Net so 
auxious to secure a compromise as is supposed. 
The silver men appreciate that they are tn 
the minority and cannot 
capitulation, but they feel that the majority 
is almost as anxious for adjournment as they 
are, and if they can make it. clear 
will be able to go on with the debate indefin- 
itely, they will be able to secure very liberal 
concessions.

Brunswick Is Now Having Her Second 
Bitter Experience. 


SUPPLIES WERE BOUNTIFUL IN ‘76 


This Year They Are Very Short 
and the Sick Suffer. 


THE SITUATION IS DEPRESSING 


There Is No Hope of an Improvement for 
Five or Six Weeks, Frost Being 
Late on the Coast. 


Brunswick, Ga., October 8.—(Special.)— 
The large majority of The Constitution 
readers are doubtless familiar with the 
dictionary meaning of the word epidemic, 
but few, perhaps, have ever experienced 
the horrors of one. The Constitution cbdr- 
respondent realizes fully now the meaning 
of the word in its every sense as the Bruns- 
wick epidemic of IS93 has proven a lesson 
that no amount of study could teach. An 
actual epidemic means distress, suspension 
of business, complete and absolute, both 
public and private, desertion of stores, dwel- 
ling houses and all places of human habi- 
tation and a funeral aspect spread over 
everything within its radius. 

In Brunswick the past week the clouds 
shut out the sunlight. and rain has added 
to the gloom. In conversations held re- 
cently with Colonel Charles P. Goodyear, 
Messrs. M. J. Colson and C. G. Moore 
and several others who passed through the 
epidemic of 1876, a fair idea of the man- 
ner in which history is partly repeating it- 
self @vas obtained. Then as now the 
mayor, Mr. Nelson of that date, and a 
small minority of the city council reMained 
but without a quorum and without a city 
government. Then now a relief asso- 
ciation Was organized. The board of 
health had no quorum then; now it meets 
daily. Then eleven deaths was the highest 
number in one day; now three have so far 
been the highest. Then thirty-three brave 
men signed a paper agreeing to stay, no 
one of whom was immuned through previdus 
attack and thirteen of whom paid the 
penalty of their heroic devotion to suffering 
hinnanity with their own lives. Among the 
thirty-three who signed that paper, Colo- 
nel Goodyear and Messrs. Colson and 
Moore’s names can be found. Then as 
now the criminal classes remained and the 
colored element was large. Then the trou- 
ble reached a point where help was needed 
in September. Now it reached that point 
in August. 

the Circle Widening Every Day. 

Then the population remaining 
ont exceed 1,700 out of which 400 
were sick at time onthe 2lst day of 
October. The country population wes much 
smaller. Now the population remaining in 
the city exceeds 5,000 in number, and in the 
country, with refugees from Brunswick. it 
will reach fully 5,000 more. Then times 
were better and help came to Brunswick 
and to her stricken sister city, Savannah, 
in ample meusure. lor all reasonable 
needs a total of money and medicines of 
at least $60,000 being sent to this city 
alone. This year the total receipts for 
a period of over five weeks, in both money 
and provisions, will not aggregate more 
than $17,000, and if distributed as widely 
as the need exists, the balance on hand 
would not last «a week. Then no 
person in the city* was hungry, no. sick 
lacked for stimulants, delicacies or medi- 
cles SO necessary around yellow fever pa- 
tients. Now each form of help must. be 
cauretully husbanded and given out only to 
mi in the greatest possible need. There 
much distress and suffering for the 
weary six weeks ahead that ealls for care- 
ful sifting of the most needy, from a popu- 
lation that is entirely needy. 

One Thousand Cases Expected. 

There is no reason for hope with in- 
creased population that the disease will 
not spread as widely and prostrate as many 
as it did in ‘46. Should history repeat it- 
self, 1,000 would be a low figure to name 
likely to be prostrated by that date. 
Then all business was suspended: now it 
is the same. Then the clouds hung darkly, 
ani men could talk of nothing but the 
fever and the best way to meet and fight 
it. It is the same now. Then each day 
the absorbing news was the list of deaths, 
new cases and discharged; and jt is the 
Bume today. 

in the present relief association, 
the original thirty-three remain. 
tion to the three named above, the other 
is Mr. S. C. Littlefield, Sr. Numbers of 
men who were here then did not belong 
to the relief association, and now, while 
some have passed away, there are others 
who are filling their places as best they 
know how. Among the workers then and 
now is Dr. F. Joerger, whotremains at his 
drug store day and night. New recruits, 
preachers and laymen have joined the asso- 
ciation. and many of them are not im- 
muned, Revs. D. Watson, Winn and 
Perry of the Episcopal church, Pastors 
J. H. Thompson and Ed F. Cook, of the 
Methodist church, are doing. noble service. 
Rey. Father Hennessy, of the Catholic 
chureh, is moving night and day among 
the people. The doctors, Dunwoody, Butts, 
Hazelhurst. Davis, Hugh Burford and R. 
EK. L. Burford, are always on the go, and 
their services are gratis to the people. 

Times Were Better Then. 

Surgeons Murray and Faget know no 
such word as rest. It is a matter of won- 
der here how Dr. Murray, an admirable 
organizer and worker, finds so much time 
to visit the sick, and he has earned the 
title of the “sleepless guardian.” He is a 
big-headed and big-hearted man, and every 
one admires him. At Camp Detention, no 
greater or more lov gs characters could be 
found than Surgeon Geddings and De- 
Saussure. and none have fault to find with 
them. The circle of disease, death and 
destitution widens each day, but the people

The tour of in- 
spection will probably be completed! by him 
tomorrow, and upon his return here Monday 
morning he will probably report the result 
of the important investigation he has made 
since he arrived here.

NEW ORLEANS CONTRIBUTES $75,000 


To the Relief of the Stora p Sufferers—People 
Leaving Their Homes. 

New Orleans, La., October 8:—This city has 
raised a relief fund of about $75,000 in all, and 
steamrers, lngygers, skiffs and trains have been 
seut in every direction to extend relief. 

The only new. development, is the intelli- 
gence from Bayou St. Andreas, leading from 
the Grand isle district, that there are a hun- 
dred deaths along that section, making 1,060 
deaths between Cheniere and Bayou Cook. 

A great many people are leaving their form- 
er homes in the storm-stricken section, and 
coming to New Onrleaas, but the heroic Sla- 
vonians on Bayou Cook and Malays at Shell 
beach, and St. Mal, say what they want is 
to recover and repair their boats and rebuild 
their houses, and they will be able to earn 
a living and pay back the money loaned. t 
is safe now to number the deaths at 2,000 
and over, but the loss in property will be 
many millions. It would take several hundred 
thousand dollars to repair the shell road at 
the resorts in _the Mississippi sound.

Th Russia sailed from Hambnrg 
for New York on September 23d, and had or 
board nearly of whom twenty 
seven were Saloon, the balance being steerage 
The enptain of the ship saye 
that when a few days at sea a little girl of 
twelve months died, after a short illness. 
She was taken with vomiting. Five deaths 
then occurred, four steerage and one saloon 
passenger. One was a little girl, named An- 
gusta Thomas, twelve vears old. Her death 
Was not accompanied by any choleraic symp- 
tons. Hler brother stated that she was sub- 
ject to disease of the heart. She died Ote- 
tober Sa. The Russia’s doctor, Dr. Huanne- 
man, is of the opinion that all the deaths 
were from natural causes and none of them 
attributable to cholgra. ‘The infant, he says, 
died from cholera infantum, and one of the 
four steerage passengers’ death was caused

Although 
the democrats are united in their demand for 
the repeal of the laws promoting federal super- 
vision at the polls, some of the northern 
democrats, like Chairman Fitch, of the com- 
mittee that reported the bill, and Mr. Sprin- 
ger and John DeWitt Warner, of New York, 
believe that the Tucker bill, which blots out 
all laws on the statute relating to federal 
supervision, goes too far. Indeed, even some 
of the southern democrats, notably Colonel 
Oates, of the judiciary committee, belleve that 
some of the statutes which the Tucker Dill 
seeks to repeal, should remain on the books. 
He desires, in addition to the declaratory 
statutes regarding the 14th and 15th constitu- 
tional amendments, that the law giving United 
States judges jurisdiction in cases of infrac- 
tions of election laws in federal’ election 
should not be disturbed. 

To Discuss the Bill. 

A democratic caucus will De held tumorrow 
night to give the democrats an opportunily to 
discuss the proposed modifications and de- 
cide whether any amendments to the pending 
bill shall be adopted. All democrats agree 
that the laws giving the government authority 
to keep peace at the pulls by the use of 
United States troops, and all laws relating to 
the appointment of federal supervisors and 
deputy marshals shall go. The only question 
is Whether the declaratory statutes, which in 
reality have no power behind them, and 
Colonel Oates’s suggestion as to the jurisdic- 
tion of United States judges in case of the 
violations of election laws in federal elections 
shall be retained. The prevailing opinion 
among the democrats, who have canvassed the 
situation, is that the Tucker bill be agreed 
upon as it stands to meet the objectious of 
Colonel Oates. 

Mr. Cleveland is reported to have said to 
Mr. Tucker, the authority of the bill, that be 
hoped that every vestige of the law of federal 
interference would be wiped out, and this ex- 
pression is expected to have its effect in the 
caucus. <As to the talk of postponing a vote 
on the bill until an action is bad on silver 
has died out and it will probably cut no figure 
at the caucus. 

The National Bank Bill. 

On Wednesday afternoon, after the disposal 
of the election bill, the bill from the banking 
aud currency committee to prevent directors 
and officials of national banks from borrowing 
money of the institutions with which they are 
connected, except on written permission of 
the board of directors, which was cousidered 
during the morning here on Monday last, will 
again come up according to the notice gven by 
Mr. Cox, on. Thursday. 

A general sentiment exists in favor of throw- 
ing additional safeguards about national 
banks. It is considered an important meus- 
ure, and 4 %1e objections to it may result in 
its modification, but it will doubtless pass 
when it reaches a vote. 

Un Thursday, if the banking bill is dispos- 
ed of, the McCreary substitute for the Everett 
bill to adopt the Geary exclusion act. so as 
to extend the time for registration of Chinese 
will come up. ‘Whe bill will be bitterly op- 
posed by some of the Pacific slope members 
especially Mr. Geary, who do not like its 
provisions, and who believe the bill only tem- 
orizes with the situation. To prevent fili- 

ustering, Chairman McCreary, of the foreign 
affairs committee, has asked for a special or- 
der, giving two days for its consideration, and 
providing for a vote at the end of that time.

HIS HEAD CUT OFF. 


Sensational Suicide of a Stranger in 
Chicago Yesterday. 


HE LAID HIS NECK ON THE TRACK. 


Letters Found in His Pockets Intimate 
That He Believed Himself Hound- 
ed by Secret Societies. 


Chicago, October 8.—What promises to de- 
velop into a sensational suicide occurred to- 
day on the railroad track at the foot of Mon- 
roe street. From papers found on the sui- 
cide’s body he is believed to be Henry Ker- 
shaw, ed.tor and manager of The New Or- 
leans Commercial. 

farly this morning the police at the central 
detail station saw a well-dressed mau stand- 
ing on the railroad arack, apparently en- 
grossed in deep thought. 

A long freight train was approaching, and 
as it drew near him the man threw himself 
upon the track and placed h‘s neck across the 
rail. Police Lieutenant Hayes and two patroi- 
mer hastened from the station, but were too 
late. The train reached the man before they 
had crossed half the intervening space and 
severed the suicide’s head from his body. As 
soon as possible the train was stopped and 
the mangled remains removed to a morgue. 
Leiters found in the man’s pockets led to his 
identification, and the documents, if true, 
may lead to a sensation. 

In all of the letters, which he had written, 
Kershaw speaks of a crime charged against 
him, which was prosecuted by a Woman, 
whom he designates at Libbie Bloom, and a 
number of secret societies, and he claims that 
he was hounded to his grave. He speaks of 
an unfair trial, in which a detective and an 
attorney were bribed and induced to work tu 
his disadvantage. What the outcome of the 
case was he does not tell, but evidentiy be- 
lieved that his enemies intendéd to murder 
him. He hinted in one of the letters of lynch- 
ing, but stated that he never feared that, 
because he did not fear death. Letters were 
also found on him signed by Libbie Blooin. 
The letters, taken in connection with those 
written by himself, show that Kershaw be. 
enme infatuated with the Bloom woman, and 
left a wife and children in order to live with 
her. ee 

In his letters he often speaks of his wife 
and children in New Orleans. and the dis- 
grace he had brought on them for the sake of 
a woman, who, he claims, ruined him, and by 
persecution, drove him mad. He fled with 
her to Chicago, but Kershaw seems to have 
been a dissipated man and she soon left him, 
Some of the letters read like the products of 
a deranged mind. 


ASSAULTED A MUTE GIRL, 


Right in the Heart of the City the Bruate 
Overpowered Her and Fled. 

Savannah, Ga., October 8.—(Special.)—One 
of the most revolting crimes that has occurred 
in the history of Chatham county was perpe- 
trated here last night right in the heart of 
the city and under the shadow of the hall of 
the superior court. The nineteen-year-old 
daughter of Mrs. Jane M. Young. who has 
been a mute from birth, was overpowered 
and ravished by a negro brute named March 
Walker. Walker is a well-known negro about 
the city who does odd jobs of one kind and 
another, and yesterday was employed at the 
home of Mrs. Young cleaning up the premises. 
He thus had a good opportunity to watch the 
girl's movements, and he awaited his oppor- 
tunity. Shortly after dark he found her in 
her own room upstairs and alone. He sprang 
upon her, overpowered her upon her own 
couch ‘and accomplished his hellish purpose 
uninterrupted. Walker then escaped. 

The girl is unable to utter an. intelligible 
sound. She usually communicates her wishes 
by writing or by wigns. She was, therefore, 
utterly helpless and could give no alarm 
whatever with regard to the terrible predica- 
ineut she was in: It was some time before 
she regained her senses and was able to go 
down stairs to give the alarm, and in the 
meantime her assailant had a good chance to 
escape. Her heart-broken mother, as soon as 
she discovered what had happened, sent for 
her minister, Dr. Jarrell and informed him 
what had happened. He went to the police 
headquarters and asked to see Chief Green. 
Green Was not in at the time,-and instead of 
communicating the news of the crime to the 
sergeant on duty, Dr. Jarrell left. and it was 
nearly midnight before the police were in- 
.ormed of the circumstances of the crime. 

Guards were ‘set to watch the negto’s abode 
and all the railroad stations, but he did not 
show up. There was much talk of a lynch- 
ing at an early hour this morning and if the 
brute had been caught the angry crowd would 
have made short work of him. The news 
was received in the city about noon today 
that he had been captured at Guyton about 


thirty miles from here and that he would be 


brought down on the night train at 6,:20 
o'clock. When that train arrived there was 
an angry mob on hand, and there were nu- 
merous threats of lynching. The crowd was 
very peaceful, however, probably, owing to 
the presence of a large guard of policemen, 
who had orders to fire if any attempt wus 
made to take the negro from the officers when 
the train = arrived. It was soon learned 
when the train came, that Inspector Duff Bur- 
row, who thought he had made the arrest at 
(;uyton, had been mistaken in his man and 
had put him off the train at Bloomingdale to 
avoid trouble from the crowd, in the city. 
The officers are on the lookout for the wreteh, 
and when he is caught there is no doubt but 
that an attempt will be made to lyneh him,

Dr. James W. Lee, one of the dest and most 
widely known divines of the south, delivered 
his initial sermon before his congregation at 
St. John’s church, in St. Louis, yesterday 
morning. 

The church to which the doctor has gone Is 
one of the most distinguished in the southern 
Methodist church and the congregation is 
composed of the most learned and educated 
people in that city. It is quite a distinction 
to occupy the pulpit of St. John's and the 
manner in which Dr. Lee acquitted himself 
shows that he is just what he has always been 
considered in the south—one of the powerful 
and entertaining members of his church.

conference that met at West Plains went 
into effect today all over the district. 

Dr. James Wideman Lee, late of Atlanta, 
made his initial appearance before the con- 
gregation of St. John’s church. Besides the 
congregation, every unattached southern Meth- 
odist minister in St. Louis was present. The 
newly appointed presiding elder, Dr. L. A. 
Werlein, occupied the platform with the new 
minister and in the auditorium were Dr, T. 
M. Finney, in charge of St. Louis city mis- 
sions; Dr. M. B. Chapman, of The Christian 
Advocate, and Dr. J. W. Lewis, agent of the 
superannuated fund. 

Dr. Lee had purposely, it seemed, refrained 
from every attempt to make a sky-rocket im- 
pression on his congregation. His sermon was 
carefully thought out, but not a pencil had 
touched paper in its preparation. Its extem- 
poraneous Gharacter was attested by occasion- 
al pauses, during which the speaker seemed 
to be searching for the right word. 

The sermon was on the text, “Ye are com- 
plete iu him.’’—Colossians ii, 10. The argu- 
ment suggested by the text and which ran 
through the sermon was that Christianity was 
required to make man complete.

The Minimom Age Shot Out a Can- 
didate for Recorder, 


80 IT WAS BROUGHT DOWN FOR HIM 


Macon’s Doctors Have Their Eyes on a 
Desirable Position— A Possible 
Race for Judge. 


=_- —~ 


Macon, Ga-., October 8.—(Special.)— 
Among the candidates for city recorder at 
the election by the mayor and board of 
aldermen next December is Mr. Roland EI- 
lis. a brilliant young member of the Macon 
bar. Mr. Ellis has been pressing his can- 
vass vigorously, but on last Friday morn- 
Ing a dark shadow fell across the sunlight 
of his hopes—a horrible spell came over 
the spirit of his dreams. A friend told 
him that the proposed city charter required 
that the city recorder shal be not younger 
than twenty-five years. This restriction 
would debar Mr. Ellis from holding the 
othice, provided he was so fortunate as to 
be elected. Mr. Ellis investigated the mat- 
ter and found what had been told him was 
true. Mr. Ellis took the.idea that the min- 
imum age of twenty-five years bad been 
fixed in the charter in order to shut him 
out from the list of contestants. He imme- 
diately went to members of the special 
committee having in charge the formation 
of the charter and pointed out the injustice 
of requiring the recorder to be at least 
twenty-five years old. Mr. Ellis explained 
that he was a candidate for the position 
and if the age remained at twenty-five he 
would have to retire from the race. The 
comruittee readily agreed to fix the mini- 
mum age at twenty-one years, and accori- 
ingly made the necessary change. Mr. E1- 
lis is about twe ntv-four years old. At the 
mass meeting Iriday night, held for the 
urpose of hearing the charter read and rat- 
fied, a member of the board made a motion 
that the charter shall require the minimum 
age of the recorder to be twenty-five veurs, 
instead of twenty-one years. A member 
of the committee immediately arose aud 
whispered something in the ear of the law- 
yer who made the motion and he withdrew 
it. Lhe minimum age of the recorder shall 
be twenty-one years, and ‘Mr. Ellis can go 
forward with his canvass. 

Does lie Wish the Jadgeship ? 

Among the interesting rumors of the day 
is ove to the effect that Mr. TI. Ic. KRyais 
may be a candidate for the judgeship of 
the city court of Macon. The positiou is 
now held by Jucge John P. Ross, who was 
appointed by Governor Norihen during the 
winter session of the legislature of JSVO. 
Judge toss’s term will not expire until 
January, 1S¥o. It is presumed tuat Judge 
Ross will be a candidate tor reappoiitment, 
Toe ofiice is not elective by the legislature, 
butfis appointive by the governor, aud the 
appointment is confirmed by the senate. 
Judge oss succeeded the late Hon. 
Charles J. Harris, who was the tirst judge 
of the city court. ‘The ollice pays $2,000 
per annum, the same salury as a superior 
court ‘yudge draws. ilis jurisdiction is 
confined to the city, of Macon and county 
of Bibb and the judg ; does hot 
have Lo do uny traveling. Myr. 
Ryals’s possible candidacy is not 
mentioned authoritatively, but it is being 
talked about among the lawyers. Bots 
Ryals and Ross are young men of fine abil- 
ity and high character. 

Good Position for ome Physician. 

A physician of Macon, Atlanta, Savan- 
nah -Augusta or Charleston will be ap- 
pointed to a position that pays $3,000 per 
annum. The appointment will be made 
by Dr. Adams, of Fort Wortn, 
Tex., who is now in Macon looking over 
the field with the view of making his se- 
lection of a physician. He has already 
been to Atlanta. From Macon he will go 
to Savannah, Augusta and Charleston. 
Dr. Adams represents the Equitable Life 
Insurance Company, of New York, and is 
medical director for the company in all 
the territory west of the ‘Mississippi river.

The Constitution was honored last 
Saturday by a visit from Major Campbell 
Wallace, and the occasion was an en- 
loyable one. For some time Major Wal- 
lace has been in feeble healih and has 
been unable to go about as usual. But 
lately his strength and vigor have been 
returning to some extent, and on Satur- 
day he was able to ride about the city. 

On the 6th of December Major Wallace 
will enter upon his ninetieth year, and 
his age and his character eutitle him to 
the appellation of “Our First Citizen.” 
‘Asa business man and asa public official 
his career has been a remarkable one. 
It is remarkable because, although hay- 
ing to deal with only common-place af- 
fairs, such as managing railroads and 
adjusting the state railroad commission 
io the demands of ‘the public and the just 
expectations of the friends of the corpo- 
rations, it has caught the public’s .eye 
and touched the public’s sympathies. 

Tt is true that Major Wallace’s work 
ns the first chairman of the railroad com- 
mission was exceptional, but it was ex- 
ceptional because it was new—because 
the public regarded ‘the experiment with 
aun anxiety ‘that can be understood only by 
those who were in the heat of the con- 
troversy that flamed up around the com- 
mission. =~ 

We have used the term “common- 
place,” but it should not be misunder- 
stood. The methods and formulas and 
conventionalities of business are all com- 
mon-place. That is to say, their success- 
ful application does not excite the ap- 
plause of the multitude or attract the 
special attention of the public. Only a 
remarkable intellect is able to lift these 
every day affairs as high as the public 
admiration, and there must -be other 
qualities besides those that belong to a 
brilliant mind—there must be other gifts 
that do not always accompany a high 
mental endowment. 

It may be said without any injustice to 
any other person that Major Wallace was 
probably the only man in Georgia who 
could have taken hold of the railroad 
commission in the midst of the clamor, 
doubt and anxiety ‘that witnessed ifs 
establishment and made it so completely 
successful. It seems ‘to us that with al- 
most any other person in charge some 
serious mistake would have been made— 
some unfortunate interpretation of the 
public’s attitude toward the corporations, 
or some unhappy concession to the rail- 
roads that would have destroyed the use- 
fulness of the commission. 

Major Wallace carried into public of- 
fice a devotion to the interests of the peo- 
ple which, in its sincerity and unselfish- 
ness, has rarely been paralleled. He had 
a delicate task to perform in adjusting 
the operations of the commission so that 
the result would be an even balancing 
of ‘the scales of justice between the peo- 
ple and the railroads. ‘That he suc- 
ceeded beyond all expectation our read- 
ers know. 

Major Wallace has lived happily and 
usefully beyond the span of years al- 
lotted to man, and his eye;is still bright 
»ynd his voice strong. It must be gratify- 
ing to him to feel that he has the affec- 
tion of all who know him and the confi- 
dence and esteem of all who have heard 
his name.

In a Nutshell. 

A correspondent of The New York 
Commercial Advertiser puts the whole 
question of free coinage in a nutshell as 


follows: : 
Tt is strange that in all that is said in con- 
gress and written for the newspapers not a 
word appears about the amount of our re- 
demption money. It is here, accord.ng to the 
mind of the writer, that all of our monetary 
trouble has arisen. Under a free coinage of 
silver we had more than double the number 
of dollars to redeem our paper money with, 
and also pay our public debt; and in coming 
to a gold standard nothing has been done to 
aupply the place of those redemption silver 
dollars which have been taken from us. To be 
sure they circulate, but are to be redeemed 
in gold. Here is where the whole trouble is. 
If gold is henceforth to be our standard, and 
we want wheat and lands and railroad stocks 
to bring their old price, we must have our 
o'd number of redemptive dollars, which may 
be brought about by reco.ning and making 
two dollars out of every one of gold or else 
having free coinage of silver. To have good 
business times on a gold basis and only one 
hundred millions of gold dollars in the treas- 
ury to redeem with is an utter impossibility. 

We shail be subject to most frequent and 
violent panics. As soon as railroad securities 
adtance a little Europe will begin to sel] 
them and take the gold home and we shall! be 
all excitement and distress again. Mark that 
our whole country measured by our gold coin 
is worth but little. 
_ This is the groundwork of the argu- 
meni of those who favor the joint stand, 
ard. Destroy one-half of the money of 
redemption and the currency that repre- 
sents it must be contracted if it is not 
to be fiat money. It would seem that the 
contraction of values and the decline of 
prices have already reached their limit, 
wit there are still deeper depths of de- 
wession for the workingman and the 
roducer. We shall have to come to 
he European standard of wages and 
yrices and to the European standard of 
prosperity. 

Our business mep will see the point 
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after awhile. They may think now that 
all the financial wisdom is with those 
who have become infected with the gold- 
bug views of the banks. But when they 
are confronted by the inevitable results 
of a continued shrinkage of values they 
will begin to understand what the sin- 
gle gold standard means. 

Something very much in the nature of 
the single gold standard is to be the out- 
come of whatever compromise that is 
brought about in the senate. It may be 
temporarily mitigated, but the Harrison 
policy—the redemption of silver notes in 
gold—is the single gold standard in ef- 
fect and in fact. 

Until silver is restored to our system 
as a money standard—as the money of 
ultimate redemption—we shall either 
have to suffer the depression that fol- 
lows the destruction of more ‘than one- 
half of the money of final payment or 
we shall have to depend on issues of fiat 
paper money based on the credit and tax- 
ing power of the government 


Scourged and Smitten. 

The Kansas City Times says: 

Scenes like those following the gulf storm 
near New Orleans have not been witnessed in 
this country s.nce the close of the c’vil war. 
Not only in the great number of the dead, but 
in the storles of bodies lying to rot in the 
blazing sun and the necessity for huryiug 
many of them coffinless, unknown, in a com- 
mon grave filled to the brink with its awful 
contents, dues the scene recall those of war 
time immediately following the greatest bat- 
tles. Superstitious persons look with awe 
upon the number and extent of the disasters 
that have visited our country this year, and 
for which it seems impossible to account on 
any rational hypothesis. It can only be hoped 
that the worst is over and that this country 
has had its full share of such misfortunes for 
years to come, 

A generation ago when a gulf storm 
kided two or three hundred persons on 
Lost island the calamity was talked 
about for years. But this year disasters 
have come in such quick succession that 
people hardiy realize their gravity. The 
south Atlantic coast suffered from Nor- 
folk to St. Angustine, then Brunswick 
was turned into a charnel house by the 
pestilence, and now we find ourselves 
surveying ‘he wholesale slaughter and 
desolation on the gulf coast. Yet this 
accumulation of horrors does not im- 
press us half as much as the Lost island 
disaster forty years or so ago. Here we 
are, forgetting all about fever-smitten. 
half-starving Brunswick, and the fright- 
ful havoe on either side of us, wrought 
by the greatest hurricanes of the cen- 
tury—forgetting or barely noting these 
matters of life and death and giving our 
time and attention to business and poli- 
ics. ‘There are a hundred questions 
asked about the situation in congress and 
the businessjoutlook where one is asked 
“bout BrunsWick and the storm sufferers. 
Hiew is this? Are we more selfish and 
Callous than formerly, or is it possible 
that the policy of tke gold sharks threat- 
eos us with such tremendous evils that 
pestilence and cyclones seem like mere 
trifles? When the average citizen hears 
of two thousand lives lost in a neighbor- 
ing state during a terrible gale he says 
hardly half a dozen words about it, but 
tell him that there is imminent danger 
of the gold standard and a_ further 
shrinkage of values and he will take the 
floor and howl all day. 

Is it possible that the political and 
financial dangers now menacing us are 
so serious as to overshadow the misfor- 
tunes which at another time would have 
uled forth deeper and stronger expres- 
sions of sorrow, sympathy and aid? 


A Just Tax. 

The indirect taxation of a ‘tariff is un- 
just because it imposes burdens on many 
people who are the least able to bear 
them. 

A property tax is frequently unjust be- 
cause it forces a merchant ‘to pay taxes 
on goods on which he is losing money. 
It also burdens the owner of unproduc- 
tive land. 

But these objections cannot be urged 
against a tax on large incomes. The 
tax sirikes the men who are able to pay 
it—the men who are making instead of 
losing money. It is the easiest tax to 
pay and the easiest to collect. It levies 
toll, not on a man’s property, but on 
his net gain. 

The collection of such a ‘tax would re- 
quire no custom houses, and it would 
give us far less trouble than the internal 
revenue system, which ought to have 
been abolished long ago. 

We must levy this tax or allow thou- 
sands of men rolling in wealth to go un- 
‘taxed, while their poorer neighbors bear 
more than their share of the public ex- 
pense. With an income tax bringing in 
hundreds of millions of dollars a year 
we can safely reduce the tariff, get rid 
of the internal revenue system and pay 
our pensions without grinding the 
poorer classes. 

The men with large incomes will pay 
the ‘tax without much kicking. The rich 
and ‘titled ruling classes of England pay 
it and admit its justice because they en- 
joy more privileges and benefits under 
the government than anybody else. The 
same reasoning applies to this country. 
It is simply an act of oppression to 
make a poor farmer pay a bigger tax 
than is eollected from a man in town, 
with no real estate, but with an income 
of ten or twenty thousand dollars a year 
from his bonds. 

We are for the income tax because it 
is just, and because it is a necessity if we 
are going to reduce the tariff.

Today or tomorrow a New York jury 
will decide whether Emma Goldman 
shall go ‘to prison or again mount the 
platform as an anarchist. 

The prisoner is a litle woman, twenty- 
five years old, with an iniellectnal face 
and a slight. graceful figure. Fler recent 
speeches to ‘the anarchists show that she 
is well read and strong-minded, and that 
she has the gift of eloquence. 

Judged by her own uiterances in court, 
this girl—for she is little more than one 
in years—is in a horrible state of mind, 
fit only for treason, stratagems and 
spoils. She boldly avows herself an an- 
archist and an-atheist, neither believing 
In nor respecting the laws of God and 
man, aud intimates that favors a 
war between the masses and the classes.

Perhaps the best thing to do would be 
to send little Miss Goldman to an insane 
asylum. A woman should be gentile and 
patient—a lover of her kind—a respecter 
of authority—the advocate of peace. A 
sane woman must believe in God and 
uphold the cause of law and order be- 
cause she has the proof befora,her eyes 
that a Christian civilization }?as emanci- 
pated and elevated her sex, whereas in 
a godless and barbarous stage of society 
women were the prey of the strong, help- 
less victims, with no rights and with no 
redress for their wrongs. 

This woman, therefore, should be re- 
garded as a lunatic rather than a crimi- 
nal, and the asylum is a better place for 
her than the prison. 

But, if the jury does not take this view 
of it, why not turn her loose and let her 
talk? Sixty-five million sensible and 
Christian people are not likely to be af- 
fected by ‘the ravings of a furious woman 
who chatters about dynamite and social 
revolutions. Emma Goldman might talk 
from now ‘till deomsday and never raise 
a corporal’s guard of followers. If the 
police would take no notice of her idle 
babble people would lose all interest in 
her and she would sink out of sight, go 
to work, and in the course.of a few years 
the chances are that she would be saving 
her money and demanding ‘the punish- 
ment of any anarchist who tried to force 
her to divide with him. She is only a

EDITORIAL COMMENT, 


Says The Chicago Herald: ‘Dr. Warren is 
probably the only man on record who has been 
subjected to a judicial reproof for wearing 
whiskers.

FROM THE MIDWAY TO VIRGINIA 


Reminiscences and Reflections of a Vete- 
ran as He Glides by an Old 
‘Battle Field. 


On the Train, October 6.—‘See Naples 
and die.” I'd rather see the world’s fair 
and live—live to see the great progrese and 
improvements of this age. 

We left Atlanta for the world’s fair by 
the East Tennessee, Queen and Crescent 
and Big Four. We could not have eelect- 
ed a better route. Our stopping place in 
the city of Chicago was the Hotel Columbia, 
a hoatelry that was comfortable and reas- 
onable as to rates. I will not pretend in 
this letter to give a description of the 
world’s faic. I have heard many say that 
they were surprised that persons who had 
visited the fair would not, or could not, 
go into the particulars about it. The truth 
of the matter is, the fair is so extensive 
and on such a grand ecale that no one 
can comprehend it as to particulars. It 
would take page upon page to describe it. 
We will have to be satisfied with a bir’s- 
eye View. 

Believing it would be a liberal education, 
Il took my whole family to see it- We 
have six, the oldest twenty-one, youngest 
six. Different impressions were formed by 
each. One, a girl of sixteen, went into 
ecstasies over the pictures in the art build- 
ing; another, of fourteen, thought the man- 
ufacturers and liberal arts’ building was 
the grandest thing there. The little lady 
of six took to the children’s building and 
the little people there. The girl of twelve 
thought the aquarium was the thing to 
see. The boy of ten thought the electric 
building was his idea of grand things. The 
materfamilias, being of a domestic turn 
of mind, was pleased with the agricultural 
8nd woman's buildings. The paterfamilias 
took to the transportation building and the 
mMagnifivent Krupp display. ‘There was 
something for all to be pleased with, and 
all were pleased to the fullest extent. 

The Midway plaisance was visited. We 
bad fun a-plenty riding the camels and 
donkeys in the streets of Cairo. We were 
all lost in the mazes of the Moorish palace. 

The sleighing on ice was enjoyed by 
all. Paterfamilias, with the girl of six- 
teen aud boy of ten and miss of six, went 
up in the Ferris wheel—one of the won- 
dems of the fair. The others courage fail- 
ed them, and they stayed below with mater- 
familias. 

The Midway, taken as a whole, is a fake, 
and the authorities ought never to bave 
allowed such a blot on the great fair. The 
only purpose of this department is to rake 
in money from the susceptible and easily 
deceived public.. The buildings themselves 
are worth gving to see. The view from 
the administration building fronting the 
fou@ain is one that will never be for- 
gotten. The view as you approach tne 
grounds by. steamboat is also beautiful 
and impressive. The view from the manu- 
facturers and liberal arts’ building gives 
you a better view and idea of the grounds 
than any oiher. 

Foreign nations have contributed their 
part tv the success of the fair. ‘heir 
exhibits are numerous and extensive, 
notably, the Russian, Fregeh, German, 
Austrian, Danish and English exhibits. 1 
thougit it Was a great compliment that 
the crowned heads of Europe should have 
taken so much interest in a repubiican fair. 
Georgia ought to have had a display here. 
1 could have selected enough from the state 
fair at Macon that would have made a 
creditable - exhibit. We certainly could 
have made a cotton exhibit in the agricultu- 
ral building that would have created as 
much interest as the corn and wheat ex- 
hibited by the great states o% the north 
and West. Such an exhibit would have 
been of untold benetit to us. It could have 
been done at a small cost. Our people, if 
they expect to keep up a_ reputation of 
being enterprising and pushing, must take 
more interest in these great fairs and na- 
tional opportunities of exhibiting our won- 
derful resources. The wealth and great re- 
sources of this country from Maine to Cal- 
ifornia and from the lakes to the gulf were 
displayed there. The products of the field, 
the mines and interior of the earth were 
robbed of their treasures to ornament 
the buildings and add to the grand display. 
The fair has saved Chicago this year from 
the panic. Millions of dollars were poured 
into the city by visitors. The bankers told 
ine they had more currency than they could 
get into their vaults. I am afraid of Chi- 
cago in a time of pestilence, for it is one of 
the dirtiest cities in the country. If one 
should ever visit it, her citizens will die by 
the thousands. 

The theaters were in full blast and erowd- 
ed every night. The principal play was 
“America” at the Auditorium. I saw two 
long lines of people reaching a block away, 
Waiting to purchase tickets for a perform- 
ance. I was told it was that way every 
day. Outside of the fair the great pack- 
ing houses are the objects of interest. They 
certainly are worth seeing. Great streams 
of visitors pour into the different depart- 
ments. The making of butterine pleased 
materfawmilies. Jt certainly looked clean. 
and the odor (of the butter I mean) was as 
sweet as butter from the churn. We spent 
a week of sight-seeing and mutual enjoy- 
ment. We could only get a glimpse. On 
Sunday we heard Dr. Pentecost. of Lon- 
don, preach. He is well known in Atlanta. 
He preached an eloquent and powerful ser- 
mon to the delizht of his great audience 
at Immanuel, a Baptist church. At night 
we heurd Mr. Moody in one of his wonder- 
ful sermons. He is doing more work than

any preacher in Chicago, preaching every 


day and. three times on Sunday, drawing 
gregt crowds all the time. We also took 
in the Pacific Garden mission, a work that 
is doing a wonderful amount of good there, 
They have services every night. We had 
only commenced when our time came to 
leave. After a week of enjoyment we 
took the splendid Pullman pal- 
ace ear over the Baltimore 
and Qhio railroad for New York. 
This excellent road goes through the Alle- 
gheny mountains, and the scenery is grand 
and. beautiful. When we reached Mar- 
tinsburg and Harper’s Ferry, we were pass- 
ing through historic ground. I wa ecar- 
ried back to the days of 1862. Opposite 
Harper’s Ferry stands in hold relief, 
Maryland heights. I pointed out 
to my children the place 
where I stood on these heights thirty-two 
years ago as a young artilleryman of the 
Troup artillery and poured shel] into the 
town below. How attentive they were as 
I told ‘them of the details of that fight— 
what a close place the federals had us 
in after the battle of Crampton Gap, that 
our only outlet was Harper's Ferry. How 
glad we were to see and hear the booming 
of glorious Stonewall Jackson’’ guns on 
Loudon heights on the Virginia\ side. We 
then knew that the garrison ; Harper's 
Ferry was doomed. I pointed oyt the place 
where we stood that night arf! saw the 
en thousand federals under Geheral] Miles 
pass by our company as prisonfrs of war. 
pir. Hamlin, son of Vice Presif@ent Hanilin. 
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Was on our train, and he told mie that 


he was in Washington at the time of this 
fight, and could plainly hear the firing of 
the guns. I believe I saw the same apple 
tree that Charley Oliver and I gathered 
apples from after the fight. He and I 
were generally on the lookout for some- 
thing good to eat. - 

While looking on the familiar scenes of 
this place, I thought of all the members 
of that devoted band—the Troup artillery. 
Some have passed over the river, some are 
living in Atlanta. 

Our trip over the Baltimore and Ohio 
to New York was a delightful one to all. 
The crossing of the train on a boat over 
the Patapsco river was an event for the 
children. New York was reached in due 
time. The city was still somewhat under 
the summer regime; the theaters were not 
yet in full blast, and the streets were not 
crowded with the accustomed thronge of 
people and wagons. The panic was still 
felt. I talked with several bankers, and 
they all said that if the Sherman law was 
not repealed there would be such times in 
this country as never have been seen. 

The conclusion I have come to after talk- 
ing with leading business men west and 
east is, the senate is doing irreparable 
harm by not acting at once. 

We remained several days in 
New York, enjoying the sights and wenders 
of this grand place. We took the Old 
Dominion line to Norfolk. As we passed 
down the harbor, we saw all kinds of craft— 
hundreds of steamers, yachts andj boats, 
from the little tiny boat to the great yacht 
of the Vanderbilts, with its yellow smoke- 
stack, all filled with people; there must 
have been fully one hundred thousand. 
‘They were in the bay to witness the race 
between the American yacht, Vigilant, and 
the British yacht, Valkyrie, for the Ameri- 
pus ‘s}yoBst Yjoq Aq pessud vA, div 8,80 
Tiak a good view of each. ‘The English 
crew must have been surprised at the in- 
terest the Americaus displayed in the race. 

Thirty years ago 1 took this same trip, 
from New York to Fortress Monroe, as a 
paroled prisoner of war. There were L.5U0 
of us huddled aboard the steamer as so 
many cattle. Aijl we had to eat was fat 
salt pork and coffee—not a very inviting 
meal to one who was seasick. I remember 
while in the harbor of New York 
some fellows in a boat came alongside and 
cursed us because we were rebels. Our 
southern blood boiled in us and we wanted 
to jump right over aud thrash them, but 
discretion was the better part of valor. 

After a delightful voyage of twenty-four 
hours only one, the bragging ten-year-old 
boy, was sick, we reached Old Point Com- 
fort and Portsmouth. 

Here thirty-one years ago I saw the illu- 
mination caused by the blowing up of the 
United States by the Merrimac. We were 
crossing the James river at the time. 
Fortress Monroe brought a flood of memo- 
ries. How we used to listen to the boum- 
ing of its big guns When we were down on 
the peninsi@ar under Magruder. Many 
a time have we marched down 
nearly to Newport News expect- 
ing the oncoming of the fed- 
erals, but they never came until MeClel- 
lan brought his army, and we then retreat- 
ed to Richmond. Norfolk and Portsmouth, 
two cities dear to our Dboys whe enjoyed 
their hospitalities and friendship in 1861 
and ’62. Here we took the Seaboard 
Air-Line railroad for Atlanta, a road that 
all Atlantians ought to patronize. 

I did not meet many Atlanta people while 
away. Mr. E. W. Marsh, wife and daugh- 
ter were enjoying the falls; also John 
seatie and wife. 

One day while in the transportation build- 
ing | met Lamar Collier and wife right 
where you know ‘Mol would be looking at 
the improved railroad cars and étigines.

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A DECISION BY CONSENT, 


The Atlanta Gas Company Is Subject to Tax- 
ation—The Basis Arranged. 

Judge Lumpkin signed an order Saturday 
in the case of the Atlanta Gas Company 
against the city of Atlanta. 

It would appear from the petition of the 
plaintiff that when the gas compaby was 
first established the ctiy bought stock in it 
to the amount of $20,000. The stock was 
paid for in city bonds bearing interest to 
the amount of 7 per cent. The amount of 
each bond was $500. 

When the gas company was a novely 
the city fathers decided not to make it 
liable for taxes, and so stipulated, giving 
it a monopoly. A little later and the (rate 
City Gas Company was established. The 
two gas companies did not find it very prof- 
ituable running in opposition and cutting 
gas bills against each other. A consolida- 
tion then ensued and the two companies 
were merged into one. | 

This brought the Atlanta Gas Company 
into the pale of the tax law, but it fought 
the new Sissue. The city wanted to tax the 
property on a basis of $200,000. “The coi- 
pany objected to this, not wishing to pay 
taxes at all. Yesterday a consent verdict 
was taken and matters amicably arranged. 
The taxes of 1890, 1801, 1892 and ISt5 
will be paid by the gas company on a basis 
of $175,000 and this basis will be continued 
until the year 1905, provided no buildings 
or real estate to the present plant is added.

A BIG BLAZE. 


The Young Men’s Library Building 
Gutted by Fire. 


PROBABLY OF INCENDIARY ORIGIN 


The Flames Spresd Like Lightning—Fine 
Work of the Department—His- 
tory of the House. 


At about half-past 8 o'clock last night 
the few pedestrians who happened to be 
on Decatur street. in the square lying be- 
tween North Pryor and Loyd, were startled 
by a sudden report. It was not a sharp 
detonation, like the crack of a pistol, but 
a dull loud crash like the explosion of gas. 
Almost at the same moment a great sheet of 
lambent flame shot across the west win- 
dow on the second floor of the Young Men's 
Library building, which stands at from No. 
45 to 47 Decatur street. 

The conflagration spread with inconceiv- 
able rapidity, and before the first startled 
observers could give the alarm, the entire 
row of windows on the second floor were 
darkly outlined against qa mass of fire with- 
in. ‘The alarm was turned in by Officer 
Mewborn from box 42, and in a few mo- 
ments the firemen were on the scene. But 
promptly as they arrived the flames had 
been still faster and by the time the first 
line of hose was laid, they were roaring 
like a furnace through the entire second 
story, and bursting through the roof in 
the rear, illuminated the streets for blocks 
with a red and lurid splendor. 

The building is brick, three-stories in 
height in teh front, the upper floor ex- 
tending only about half way back, where 
the second story was covered with a flat 
tin root. On the Decatur street side the 
second fleer is cut into several rooms with 
a large apartment behind. This floor has 
been occupied for a short time past by 
Mr. Join F. Winn as a billiard parlor. 
The third floor has been unoccupied of late 
and used simply for the storage of a few 
old billiard tables and miscellaneous odds 
and ends. On the ground floor are F. W. 
Hart & Co.'s sash and door establishment. 
and Lempke & Powell's harness store. 
The entrance to the upper stories is through 
a broad stairway leading up from the 
street.

tracted an enormous crowd, and it seemed 
obvious to everybody that not only the 
library building, but those adjoining it also, 
Was certainly doomed to destruction. The 
establishment of the Southern Belting

the stock while it was yet time. On the 
othey side, two doors above, is a large 
stockyard, in which was a dozen or so 
head of horses. These were at once led 
away to a place of safety. 

At that time every window in the library 
building above the first floor vomited flame. 
Jn the rear the fire raged with the greatest 
fury, and a red column shot through the 
broken roof high in the air, carrying with 
it a million sparkling aud incandescent 
cinders.

Fortunately, the air was almost perfectly 
still—so still, in fact, that few, if any, of 
the vast shower of sparke fell into the ad- 
joining street, but dropped back again into 
the furnace that had beiched them forth. 
Meantime, several lines of hose had been 
laid and the fire was attacked from both 
the Decatur street side and from the gta- 
ble yard to the west. The heat and 
smoke, however, prevented entrance by the 
stuirway. No human being could have 
lived in it for a moment and preparations 
were made at once to raise the fire ladder. 

In less time than it takes to tell it the 
tall, slender structure was in the air, carry- 
ing with it a line of hose, strapped to the 
rungs. At the frst attempt the stream 
failed to clear the building, but in a mo- 
ment the pressure was increased and a 
huge jet streamed over the cornice, pouring 
hundreds of gallons a minute into’ the 
heart of the fire. 

This deluge soon drowned out the flames 
in the front of the building, but they raged 
with undiminished fury in the rear. The 
locality was hard to get at and for the 
time being it seemed as if the adjoining 
building was doomed. Then occurred one 
of ‘those instances of heroism which, in 
the life of a fireman, pass as ®ommon-place 
episodes, but ure none the less magniticent 
examples of cool nerve and utter disregard 
of peril. Two firemen fought their way 
in through the choking smoke that filled 
the main entrance on Decatur street, drag- 
ging with them the hose. When they re- 
appeared they were black silhouettes against 
the illuminated windows in the rear. They 
soon quenched the flames immediately 
about them, but all the time the roof above 
was burning freely and could not be 
reached from the inside. Heavy beams 
and sections of the upper work were fall- 
ing continually about them, but they 
turned the stream directly at the ceiling 
and the tremendous force of the water 
burst right through, carrying 
with it a myriad of Shattered 
debris.

When this was done 
the battle was practically over. Inside of 
twenty minutes the isolated places 
still burning, here and there 
were deluged and nothing re- 
mained but a mass of charred and 
| blackened timber. Although the building 
was guiled from the second floor to the 
cornice, it was nevertheless a great victory 
for the Atlanta fire laddies. Had it not 
been for their effective work and Chief 
Joyner’s capital generalship, the entire 
— would certainly have been destroy- 
ed. 

Although the loss could not be accurately 
determined last night, it is safe to saw that 
Mr. Winn suffered a total loss. He had 
nine tables in his billiard parlors on the 
second floor; three for billiards and six for 
pool. They were worth $250 apiece. On 
the third floor were three billiard tables 
belonging to C. H. Smith, stored for 
sale. They also were destroyed, Both of 
these losses were partly covered by insur- 
ance. 

Down stairs the heaviest loss was sus- 
tained by F. W. Hatt & Co. They car- 
ried a stock of sashes, doors, glass and

hardware worth about $1,500. The dam- 


age here was solely by water and there will 
be considered salvage—probably oU per 
cent. Everything was drenched -and for 
several hours the water continued to pour 
down from every interstice ip the ceiling. 
Mr. Hart could not tell last night exactly 
the amount of insurance he was e¢arrying, 
but it will not cover over half his loss. 

Lempke & Powell, next door, were not se- 
riously damaged. Very little water came 
down on that side, and a few hundred dol- 
Jars will cover their loss. 

On the east side. the Southern Belting 
Company was damage! probably $500 
worth. ‘They had a quantity of new belt- 
ing stored on the second floor, and in the 
course of the fire a skylight was broken 
and the water entered, practically destroying 
this stock. It is covered with a total in- 
surance policy of $10,000, which includes 
everything. 

It will take some time to estimate the 
loss on the building. It muy have to be 
pulled down, and of the upper floors noth- 
ing is left but a_ shell 

It seems certain that the fire was of 
incendiary origin. The builiing was closed 
up for Sunday, and no fires of any sort 
were left burning. The explosion and the 
tremendous rapidity with which the flames 
spread, all point to the use of some_in- 
flammable material, probably coal oil. This 
will be a matter for subsequent investi- 
gation, sa 

The Young Men’s Library building was 
completed in 1879. It was the third home 
of the association, which came into ex- 
istence in 186%, and is intimately associated 
with the history of Atlanta. At different 
times it has numbered among Its sponsors 
and officials the best, the braimiest and the 
most public spirited men of this section. 
Yor years it had led a precarious life in 
rented rooms—struggling agaist Innumer- 
able obstacles and discouragements, and 
finally obtained ap establishment of its own 
on Broad street, near the bridge.

The Clergyman Has Been Wonderfully

Bishop Nelson made the announcement 
yesterday that Rev. Albion W. Knight, of 
Jacksonville, will be the rector of St. 
Philip’s, and that he will probably be in At- 
lanta next Sunday. 

This is news that will interest not only 
the members of St. Philip’s church, but also 
every churchman in Atlanta. 

The new rector of St. Philip’s was ap- 
pointed by the bishop several days ago and 
has accepted the appointinent. He has 
given notice that he will come to Atlanta 
as soon as he can well leave Jacksonville, 
and the bishop thinks that he will be here 
this week, or certainly next week. 

It is a happy appointment. Rev. Albion 
W. Knight is a well known and eminent 
minister of the gospel. He is a graduate 
of the University of the South, the famous 
Episcopalian college at Sewanee, Tenn., 
and has for a long time been preaching in 
southern pulpits. He has been rector at 
St. Andrew’s church, Jacksonville, for a 
number of years, and will be given up by 
the ‘congregation there with many regrets 
and much reluctance. He is really the 
father of the parish, having built up the 
church there from a mere mission. 

The parish now has more than a hun- 
dred thousand dollars there in property, 
and has a large congregation made up for 
the most part of the influential and leading

been preaching there. He did so until the 
successor of Dr. Tupper could be placed. 

Dr. Knight, the new rector; is a very 
gifted and eloquent divine. He has had 
every honor of the diocese conferred upon 
him, and is recognized everywhere as one 
of the ablest ministers in the southern 
states. 

Bishop Nelson preached yesterday from 
the text: “Ye are members, one of another.” 
He made a great deal out of the text, show- 
ing the entire dependence of one upon an- 
other and the strength of union in all 
things. Just as it is im social relations and 
in political affairs, so it is in affairs of the 
chureh.

three hundred years for a man to read 
even the titles of all the books now in exis- 
tence. He could pot read more than one ih 
ten thousand of the mew voluufes that are pub- 
lished in a single year. 

Scdrcely any man can afford to give more 
than tweoor three ours of each day to read- 
dug. ‘his is true even of those who belong 
to what are cailed ‘the learned professions. 
It is true of the lawyer, and physician, and ed- 
ftor, and preacher. Other Guties demand the 

reater part of their time. Commercial menu 
Rave stills time for reading. ‘They can 
gv but Httie more than Scan the daily news- 
paper.

We can only touch it. 
uiilions of books we Gin 
a few bundred volumes. In 
selecting from thi great mass what rules 
should we follow? If we ean read only a Tew 
books, by what principle or principles should 
we -be guided in selecting these few? That 
is one of the most important questions that 
we are ever called upon to settle, because our 
character and destinies, for time and eternity, 
are wolded and shaped in a great degree by 
what we read. 

if you should go into an orchard where theré 
are a hundred varieties of fruit, you would bot 
proceed to gather and eat upon the supposi- 
tion that oue is as good as another. There 
is some difference in quality between the 
Bartlett pear and the cravapple, and between 
the sour pomegranate and the swwet, luscious 
Indian peach. And, in making your selection 
vou recognize difleremces. ln going 
into the book market for something to read 
you must not act upon the supposition that 
one book is as good aS another. 

“Jaek, the Giant Killer’ is not of the same 
quality as Bunyan’s “Pilgrim’s Progress,”’ 
and “Peek’s Bad Boy” is not so helpful to 
pecty as Baxter's “Saints’ Rest.” 

Let me suggest a few principles that should 
guide us in the selection of our reading mat- 
ters 

1. We should avoid evervthing that is vapid, 
frivolous and empty. Time is too precious 
to be wasted in peading books which furnish 
no information, no food for thought, and kin- 
die ne pure and neble aspirations. Such 
literature is not only unworthy of our at- 

but it is pesitively hurtful to our 

It enervates and enfeebles them. 
vast number of lazy jrople to whom 
exertion in any direction is painful 
>and active market for literature 
of the easy kind. ‘This is the staff out. of 
which the great army of publishers and book- 
sellers make the bulk of their money. ‘This 
is what you see first when you look into the 
display window of the average book store. 
This is what fills the shelves and covers 
the eornters pearest the entrance. This is 
what the dude reads, and this is what the so- 
ciety girl reads to put herself om an intellect- 

ual level with the dude. 

The thoughtful books are Kept in the back- 
greund by book sellers. They are sur- 
rised and confused when one is called for. 
they are not likely to have it in stock, and 
the eustomer must wait until they can get a 
copy from the publisher. 

Now, unless we wish to enervate our minds 
and destroy all taste for anything that is sol- 
id and substantial in literature—unless we 
covet intellectual imbecility, let us not waste 
our time on this worthless trash. 

The man who confines his reading 
beoks will never have any stamina.  Relig- 
jousiv, eomimercially, politically and = other- 
wise he will bea dead failure—a man without 
character or brains or energy. And the wo- 
man who feeds her mind with nothing better 
will be unfit for any substantial work or se- 
rious responsibility. 

2. We ought to avoid al! books that are 
tamed with impurity. We can no more af- 
ford to read a vile book, however daintily and 
deliciately the vileness may be draped, than 
we ean afford to admit an impure companion- 
ship into our lives. The man who walks 
these streets with a painted harlot and in- 
Vites the noondayv to witness his shaine is 
ne worse than the man who keeps company 
with a book which fills and feeds his mind 
with a thousand sucgestionus of uncleanness. 
Ther stand upon the same moral level, and 
ene is just was decent and respectable as the 
other. ‘There are theusands of young men 
yes, and thousands of old Duld-heads, who haug 
around news stands, and tarry in our book- 
stores in search of this literary filth. They 
are mieeral vultures that scent everything that 
is rotten and vile, and look for it until they 
find its Their mins are saturated through 
and through with the poison that lurks in a 
literature which attempts to coneeal its im- 
purities under harmless titles. They are fa- 
miliar with cunning and disguised deviltry of 
The accomplished S@CLISHULIST, and they are 
prepared to reproduce bis schemes iu accom- 
plishing their own base purposes. 

In detertnining what standing in society a 
Bian deserves, let uS consider not only the 
company he keeps, but the character of the 
hooks he reads. If he is unclean in his read- 
ing he is unclean ereryWiere. He is a stink- 
tng teper and should be relkezated to a leper's

When 1 read this sad story, a pang of re- 
morse «hot threngh my own couscience, as I 
recalled a mistake of my own youth. 

2 book was put into my hands when 

only about twelve years’ of age. _ Curiosity 
prompted me to read . When I closed it 
and laid it aside I felt that my whoie mora! 
being had been defiled. I believe that a mer- 
ciful God has forgiven the sin, but the mem- 
ory of it lingers with me, and harrows mliy 
soul, at time, like a dream of hell. 

I tell you the printed pages, whether it be 
book, magazine, tract, newspaper, is in- 
mortal. It makes an impression upon the 
characters of those who read it that Its in- 
effaceable and eternal. If Ainsworth lived 
t» see something of the mischief which he 
(jd by investing the lives of two such scoun- 
drels as Dick Turpin and Jack Shepperd with 
® halo of romance, he must have gone to his 
grave with a conscience aching with remorse. 
Courvoisier attributed his assassination of 
William Russell to a state of morbid 
sensibility with crime, induced by reading 
Alnsworth’s story of Jack Shepperd. That 
was only one ef a multitude of crimes that 
could be traced to the influence of the same 
book. <A few yeurs ago a boy of exceptional 
intelligence and energy wax convicted of theft. 
A philanthropic man, having interested him- 
self in the lad’s welfare, looked into his his- 
tory and fouud that he bad been for years a 
dilizent reader of the lives «f pirates, thieves. 
footpads and highwaymen. There was kindled 
in his breast a flery udmiration of their deeds, 
and be had determined to imitate the heroes 
Whose adventures he had studied. 

i believe that one of the most mischievous 
books published in the nineteenth century is 
“Peck’s Bad Boy.’’ It is simply impossible 
for a child to read it with impunity. tle can- 
not read it without being infatuated with the 
hero of the story, and without feeling a desire 
to reproduce some of his mischievous pranks. 
Thousands of boys bave iried to imitate 
Peck’s bad boy, and it is safé to say that 
any boy who does it is on the way to the 
chaingang and the state’s prison. 

“We hive in a time,’ says a distinguished 
writer, *‘when the trivial is glorified and inag 
nifled and held up in the blaze of sensation, 
SO us to aftract the gaze of the multitude, 
and sell. That is all that the most of the 
books of our day are made for—to sell. They 
are written for money; they are set up in 
type, stereotyped, printed, illustrated, bound, 
ornamented and ‘titled, simpiy for money. 
There bs no soulin them. ‘There was no high 
motive, no thought all along‘ their history of 
doing good to any one. They were wrought 
out of mercenary brains. They were made to 
sell, and to sell they must appeal to the wide- 
spresd desire for sensation, excitement, ro- 
manuce.’’ 

f am sure that my audience this morning 
will support Ine in saying that much of this 
is just as applicable to newspapers as to 
books. No Class of literature, not even the 
dime novel, caters more to the current Craze 
for sensation, than the newspaper. Every 
debauch aud crime is dragged before the eyes 
of the public and described in a manner to 
ake the head dizzy and the heart faint. All 
this is demoralizing to the community. It 
breeds nothing but mischief. The surest Way 
to develop & sensualist is to set before him 
vivid pictures of sensuality. The surest way 
to develop a thief is to put before him tie 
romantic exploits of some typical thief. 

_ The newspapers are made to sell. What is 
it that makes them marketable? Listen to 
the newsboy’s cry upon the streets and you 
will know. He does not say, “Great edi- 
torial on the president’s message,”’ or “Great 
discussion .of the silver question,” or “Great 
sermon by Dr. Talmage.”’ No, not anything

st é li, or “All about the woman 
that kilied her busband.” or ‘Ajj about the 
young nan that shot himself,” or “All about 
the negro that was hung.” 

How these newspapers magnify 
minimize great things. I saw a great scare- 
head, running far down the eolimn thefore 
the srave announcement, that a certain “old 
beggar’s billy goat had lost one Of his horns.”’ 
I saw in the same paper, just three lines 
without any heading, announcing the death of 
one of the greatest men of the -entury if 
saw on one page a short paragraph informing 
us Of the death of (Charles Spurgeon the 
world’s greatest preacher, and o 3 anatl T° 
page, a three column bioegr; Pe “gues ee 
were told, in the moat tented sri ppl 
how a fectutn Parmer grandiloquent style, 

 fariner rose step by step on 
the ladder of fame until he got to be an At- 
lanta real estate agent. 
<n ta not undervalue the newspaper, there 

e no substitute for it. It is a factor of 
a a naanon that could not be «¢liminated 
soula “a lnjuries which nothing 

W hile this is trne, it will not he denied 
that in many communities the evils traceable 
to the bad features of the modern brew: | 
more than counterbalance the good 
had features Hecommes that mange ior 

. chat many a father will 
not allow any secular hewstmiper to come j 
his home until he has looked throng Fy 
sae thee ia ; OK E rough it. to 
see 11 ere is anything in it that would be 
injurious to his household. 

Such precautions are eminently Wise and 
wholesome. The man who respects and loves 
his wife and children should be as careful to 
keep unclean literature out of his home as 
he ts to Keep out unclean men and women. 
(3.) We who claim to be God's adopted chil- 
dren should always consider this subejet in 
the light of Christian truth and obligation 
Engaged, as we profess to be, in the holr 
work of spiritual culture. we should guard 
every entrance to our hearts, and keep out 
every thing that would tarnish their purity 
We should admit into our minds nothing that 
would.dim our spiritual vision. or break, in 
any degree, the continuity of our commu- 
bion with God. 

For holy work we must have clean minds 
and clean hearts. So far as there is impurity 
within us, there will be blemishes and mper- 
fections In the work of our hands. It js re- 
lated of a certain painter that he could not 
look upon a disgusting object, when engaged 
in his work, w.thout seeing afterwards the 
efiect of it .n the productions of his brush and 
peneil. If he ilooked into a ecrimnal’s face—a 
face written all over with the darkest his- 
tories—some feature of it would get into his 
thoughts and into his colors when he painted 
the p.cture of an angel. 

Mozart could not have written hig 4mmortal 
anthems if he had been familiar with Irish 
ballads and negro minstrel songs. 

A distinguished minister was begcuiled into 
reading a series of trashy, sensational! novels 
and fer six months afterwards he could nor 
preach with any comfort to himself or profit 
to his congregation. What fellowship hath 
light with darkness? What agreement hath 
Christ with Belial? How can the pure spirit 
of God dwell in a mind that is crowded with 
the contents of impure books and dirty, sen- 
Sational newspapers? 

You come here on the Lord’s day to worship 
God—the highest and hollest service in which 
man or angel can engage. How do you pre- 
pare your minds and hearts for this solemn au- 
dience with the Almighty? By reiding the 
society columns of the morning newspaper, 
which contains a minute deseription- of the 
wardrobes of the reigning society belles; by 
reiding in the same paper a review of last 
week's horse races, baseball prize 
fights and theater and ecireus performances. 
Having your minds loaded with such Vile 
stuff, ean you worship God? No! you profaue 
the altar which you profess to serve, and go 
away from it, not with God’s blessing, but 
his frown. 

{ know that IT am not unduly severe when T 
say that much of what we boastfullv eall 
‘modern culture’ deserves to be ridiented 
rather than applauded. I meet with some of 
the “enltured’’ who have not the courage to 
confess to me their ignorance of the last sen- 
sational novel, but they readily admit that 
they know nothing about the majestic old 
elassies. They never spyent an hour on “The 
Iliad” or gn “Paradise Lost.”’ the two greatest 
praductions of poetic genius, but they are 
saturated with the ephemeral creations of 
the modern sentimental song-writer. Their 
culture is the thinest veneering. jeneath it 
is 2 mass of ignorance which it is painful to 
contemplate.

Dr. Lewis at Trinity Denounces Holiness 
Preaching—The Other Churches 
and Their Services.

The gates of a splendid new temple to 
the living Jehovah were thrown open in 
Atlanta yesterday. 

And a thousand people were turned away 
from the Second Baptist church at the ded- 
ication services. 

It was a glorious day for the congregation 
of the Second Baptist, and one that will 
not long be forgotten. The handsome new 
church is a beauty to the town and an 
honor to the untiring promoters of the 
plans that have culminated in its successful 
completion. 

For a long time the:work has been going 
on, and the pastor, Dr. McDonald, was 
compelled to hold services elsewhere. The 
church has lately been finished off to per- 
fection and was open for the congregation 
yesterday. 

When the bells were chiming out the 
hour- of worship yesterday morning, the 
ringing peals of the Second Baptist were 
among them once more. It was a perfect 
day. The golden sunlight of early autumn 
was streaming down, and the air was crisp 
and bracing, yet warm enough to be balmy 
and sweet. It did seem that heaven’s ben- 
ediction was fairly beaming down upon the 
churchmen as they gathered there -at the 
new church to dedicate it to Him for whose 
holy cause it has been built. 

The crowds came thick and fast, filling 
‘the “spacious ~ and handsome church halls 
long before the service was to degin, Ant 
when the last peal of the halt above went 
waving out over this big city to join the 
clamor of the other bells away over the 
towering buildings, there was not a seat in 
the house untaken, and a thousand people 
turned away from the great doors for the 
want of standing room. 

The soulful and entrancing music of the 
choir had just died away like a dream 
throughout the splendid hall, when Dr. 
John A. Broadus, president of the South- 
ern Theological seminary, of Louisville, 
arose in the pulpit and began reading the 
lesson for the morning service. 

Those who have heard Dr. Broadus 
preach know how aimless it is to undertake 
to report one of his sermons by simple syn- 
opsis. To take from them a single word 
is to rob them fo an unsatisfactory degree, 
so able, so eloquent, so enjoyable and so 
- grand. 

Dr. Broadus took for his text the 24th 
verse of the 10th chapter of Hebrews: 
“And let us consider one another, to pro- 
voke unto love and to good works.” 

He told of the duties of church mem- 
bers to each other, and of the ways how 
they could do good among themselves. This 
was a particularly interesting part of the 
sermon. His clear and forceful way of 
putting the plain duties of man to man was 
striking and eloquent. 

He showed the chief duty of all Chris- 
tians to the church was to go to church. 
He said that it ought to be an easy duty 
to perform with the congregation with such 
an attractive new home as they have built. 
He spoke at length of the good work of this 
church in building such a splendid temple 
to God and to the cause of Christianity.

Dr. Lewis on Holiness Preaching. 

Last night the pastor of Trinity, Rev. 
Walker Lewis, preached on *“‘The Nature and 
Development of Man,’’ from the second chap- 
ter of Genesis, seventh verse. 

“And the Lord God formed man of the dirt 
of the ground and brathed into his nostrils the 
breath of life and man became a living soul.” 

Sai@ the pastor: “We learn here how we 
came to be. <A few scientists claim that we 
sprang directly from the ape, it from a lower 
order, and that after various evolutions from 
a bottom in protuplasm. Like the farmer that 
replied to a long treatise on intideiity: ‘I 
think it takes a great deal of believing to 
believe that.’ And yet man’s materia! nature 
is an evolution, not from proteplasm, but 
from the dust far lower down. It was dust, 
not steel or stone, that furnished the material 
out of which his body was evolved; but in- 
stead of crawling upward fur ages through 
improved forms, it leaped through these 
reaches into manhood in a day, as God called 
It to ascend, and molded it while doing so. 

“But form wasn't all. Had form been all 
in this transaction paradise might have held 
Statuary but net men. It took the Divine 
breath in material form to make man. Not 
air! God did not breathe the air into man; 
He breathed Himself—an emanation of his 
spiritual €&ssence. So when the dust took 
form and the spiritual essence of the eternal 
aniinuted it, then man came to be. 

“Now the nature of man determines tbe con- 
ditions of his development. ‘Take tis.material 
side. It is from a babe in the flesh that he is 
to be developed, and the germs of all its fu- 
ture, in body, intellect and business capacity, 
are born in it.

There is nothing in Mbason, or nature, or scrip- 
ture wher-.aeaey: éerpretect +9, justify the 
assertion that any distinct work m&_ God in 
the soul, subsequent to regeneration, i8 Reces- 
sary to its salvation hereafter or to its hdn® 
ness here. The babe in Christ is as holy as 
Omnipotence can make it, and it has but to 
grow in order to become perfect man. To 
teaeh otherwise is to teach neither scripture 
nor Methodism, but to pervert the doctrine of 
the church as understood by our bishops and 
standards, and to ferment inevitable schism. 
The modern experience of holiness ends where 
all genuine conversion is reached. No man 
born again and cleansed by ‘the washing of 
that regeneration,’ needs any further blessing 
to make him pure, if, since his birth from 
above, he has kent himself in the love of 
God. He has but to grow in grace. A thorn 
cannot grow into a fig, but a green fig can 
grow into a ripe one, an immature apple inty 
a mellow one. So a babe in grace can grow 
into saintly manhood, into the measure of the 
Stature of the fullness of a man in Christ. 
And this fact concerning the perfecting of 
human beings comporte with natural law. 
God never puts anything Into a quickened 
germ of wheat to make it ripen. He only 
rains water and sunshine upon it and enriches 
its growth from the soll. The old religion 
that has sanctified and saved the soul for 
cighteen centuries needs no amendment »y 
wavy of Boston. Tuskipianism is neither 
Methodism nor the gospel.’

THEY LNTER THEIR PROTEST. 


A Set of Resolutions Adopted by the Colored 
Preavhers in Atlanca Last Week. 


At the ministers’ convention of the a 
vannah annual conference, which met at the 
Loyd Street Methodist Episcopal church last 
Wednesday, the following resolutious were 
adopted, in regrd to the so-called outrages 
perpetrated upon the negro: t} 

“Whereas, Our people throughout the south 
and grievous injustices at 
the tres.a&. of murderers and lynchers, which 
surround us \vith a state of things most fear- 
ful and endang&,; everything that is lear to Us 
as a people, and Many times these dreadful 
evils are brought upon without the leust 
provocation. | * 

“And whereas, the govetlament, in words, 
guarantees to every citizen its payotection, why 
should the federal and state governitwnt allow 
our people, as a part of the citizens oW this 
country, to be terrorized, murdered anu 
lynched without ‘calling the perpetrators to 
justice, and in most casessnearly every bloody- 
handed murderer and lyncher is known to the 

fficers of the law? 
. “And om a ae we do not in the least justify 
the crimes alledged against the_ persons that 
are lynched, but do most vehemently condemn 
them. at the same time we hold that those 
who murder and lynch contrary to law, Who 
openly and defiantly break down .the barriers 
which have been, established for the protec- 
tion of the rights and liberties of society, 
are no better than that brutal and criminal 
element who outrageously rob end rape Wwo- 
men. Therefore, the rapers and lynchers e- 
long to the same class, and we have no syin- 
pathy with nor for either, and both should 
have the law justly administered. 

“We do earnestly protest against the prac- 
thes of murdering and lynching our peopie, 
because the innocent are ,in many cases, pun- 
ished as the guilty, and besides, it is not the 
richt of anvbody to take the life or liberty of 
others without due process of law. 

“And whereas, senument for or against any 
measure or crime is an incentive to action 
by the thoughtless and wicked, and as the 
newspapers and contributors to the papers 
are the molders and makers of public senti- 
ment in this section of this great country, 
and have encouraged the lynching of negroes, 
we hold that the press of the country is in a 
measure respousible for the state of things as 
they exist. 

“And whereas, crime begets crime, we be- 
lieve that every officer of the law should rise 
up in the vindication of the rights of the 
humblest citizen of the siate: for if this 
stute of things continue in educating the 
worst class of people in crime and disregard 
for the law, they will not only kill negroes, 
but will kill those who pernit such a state of 
things to come about: therefore, be it 

‘Resolved 1, That we demand that the feder- 
al government protect the lives and property of 
our people, and that neither life nor property 
be taken from us without due process of law, 
and that before a just and honorable court. 

“Resolved 2, That we commend the riews 
advanced condemning the outrages and lynch- 
ings as held by Goygernor Northen and Chief 
Justice Bleckley, bit we want something 
more than views. Give us justice before the 
law. We ask nothing More. We should ask 
nothing less. 

“Resolved 3, As citizens of this republic, we 
are entitled to all the rights guaranteed to us 
by the constitution, and no man nor men have 
theright to deny them to us, let him be presi- 
dent, governor or bailiff, and whoever at- 
tempts to rob us of these inalienable rights is 
unworthy to fill any place in this government.
